Mr  King,  at  the  opening  of  today's 
sitting,  gave  a  brief  statement  of 
official  news  received  by  tlie  Gov- 
ernment.

Mr.  Mackenzie  King's  promised  installment  6f 
Canada's  tMttSW\ war  effort  will  not  satisfy  the 
people.  It  is  far  from  being  enough.  In  the  light 
of  the  great  crisis  now  being  enacted  on  the 
field  of  battle,  a  crisis  that  may  prove  a  curtain- 
raiser  to  the  invasion  of  the  British  Isles,  this 
country  should  rise  to  the  full  'height  of  a  des- 
perate occasion.  What  the  Prime  Minister  has 
told  Parliament  is  the  policy  of  the  Government 
implies 'a  continuation  of  the  plan  for  moderate 
participation  In  the  War.  There  is  to  be  a  third 
division  of  troops  recruited  This  has  been  taken 
for  granted  for  months  past,  as  it  Is  an  automatic 
necessity  if,  in  the  course  of  time,  two  divisions 
are  to  be  maintained  in  the  field.  There  is  to  be 
another  Army  Co-operation  Squadron  'of  air- 
planes i  sent  to  England,  "to  act  as  a  reserve  for 
No.  110  Co-operation  Squadron  now  overseas.  ' 
In  war  such  as  is  being  conducted  on  the  Western 
f  ront,  an  air  squadron  may  be  lost  before 
breakfast. 

Whatever  else  the  Prime  Minister  had  to  say 
was  in  general  terms.  There  are  to  be  steps 
taken  to  increase  the  number  of  pilots  and  air 
crews  to  be  furnished  under  the  Empire  air 
training  plan  He  did  not  explain,  however,  that 
the  hrst  couple  of  hundred  such  pilots  will  nut  be 
available  until  September  next,  although  this  air 


Because  of  the  manner  in  which  traitors,  spies 
and  nationals  of  the  aggressor,  by  birth  or  descent, 
in  European  countries,  are  assisting  Germany  in 
her  campaign  for  world  domination  there  is  a 
gradual  awakening  everywhere  to  the  dangers 
planted  so  insidiously.  In  both  Norway  and  Hol- 
land in  Denmark  as  well,  the  German  occupa- 
tion has  been  facilitated  by  plans  laid  long  in 
advance,  and  by  agents  widely  placed.  Great 
j  Britain  has  been  somewhat  complacent  about  this 
"danger;  this  Dominion  has  been,  and  to  some 
extent  still  is,  negligent  Both  countries,  in  what- 
ever attention  they  gave  to  the  matter,  in  the 
initial  montlus  of  the  War.  have  concentrated  on 
'  enemy  aliens,''  whereas,  as  well,  the  concentra- 
tion should  have  been  upon  "public  enemies," 
that  varied  assortment  of  citizens  that  ranges, 
as  one  newspaper  put  it,  from  the  smug  to  the 
seditious. 

This  Dominion  is  liberally  sprinkled  with  those 
who  preach  defeatism,  who  want  Canada  to  do 
nothing  In  the  War.  which  conversely  means  that 
they  desire  victory  for  Germany.  It  should  be 
realized  by  now  in  Ottawa  that  there  are  restric- 
tions that  should  be  applied  to  those  who,  either 
by  word  or  act.  seek  to  hamper  the  Dominion's 
part  in  the  War.  In  such  a  crisis,  these  public 
enemies  violate  the  traditional  principles  of  free- 
dom when  they  would-  have  the  country  fall  to 
fight  for  the  maintenance  of  those  principles. 
Those  public  enemies  are  not  confined  to  the 
foreign-born;  they  are  not  all  Communists,  nor 
yet  are  they  all  Fascists  or  Nazis.  They  are  a 
mixture  of  all  shades  of  thought  with  the  com- 
mon desire  of  upsetting  the  existing  system  of 
government  by  -hampering  it  in  its  operations. 
They  are  the  types  that  have  been  named  the 
"fifth  column"  of  Germany's  strength.  The 
claim  has  been  made  that,  outside  the  Re4ch. 
i  this  column  is  stronger  in  the  United  States  than 
anywhere  else,  and  it  has  spread  Its  tentacles  to 
this  Dominion.  The  experience  of  the  War  con- 
tinues to  show  that  wherever  its  underground

To  measure  Canada's  war  effort  in  one  service 
alone— the  Army— it  may  be  pointed  out  .that  In 
1936  the  strength  of  the  Peace  Establishment  of 
the  Non-Permanent  Militia  was  142,326.  all  ranks. 
That  strength  was  never  recruited  in  times  of 
peace.  Now,  when  War  has  been  in  progress  for 
nearly  nine  months.  Canada's  Active  Service 
Force,  which  includes  both  the  Permanent  and 
Non-Permanent  Forces,  numbers  81,519,  or  some 
•  63.000 1  le.«s  than  the  number  permitted  in  the 
Peace  Establishment  of  the  Non-Permanent 
Militia.  That  indicates  how  desultory  have  been 
the  efforts  at  recruiting  The  figures  given  by  the 
Prime  Minister  about  Canada's  strength  in  flght- 
irg  man  power  will  not  reassure  the  people;  they 
are  more  likely  to  startle  the  public  confidence 
.  out  of  whatever  complacency  remains,  a  com- 
placency that  has  already  been  so  badly  shat- 
tered by  the  events  of  the  past  twelve  days  in 
the  Low  Countries  and  France. 

What  Mr.  Mackenzie  King  claims  has  been 
done,  what  his  Government  proposes  to  do,  is 
far,  very  far.  from  measuring  up  to  the  desire 
of  the  Canadian  people  They  realize  now,  as 
they  have  never  realized  before,  that  there  must 
be  an  upward  surge  of  determination  if  victory 
Is  to  be  assured  If  the  present  Prime  Minister 
cannot  give  the  country  the  leadership  such  a 
crisis  demands,  he  should  resign  and  allow  a 
more  dynamic  personality,  one  who  has  a  full 
consciousness  of  the  clamant  needs  of  the  situa- 
tion, to  assume  office.  In  the  face  of  what  is 
happening,  the  Inadequacy  in  mobilizing  Can- 
ada's man  power  Is  nothing  short  of  a  political 
crime.  The  time  demands  that  every  branch  of 
national  life  should  be  organized  for  a  struggle 
the  grlmness  of  which  has  never  been  greater  In 
all  the  Empire's  history.

Mrs.  Lilian  Beirne,  of  Aus- 
tralia, Speaks  Here  on 
Social  Credit 


"Wf  must  be  loyal  to  our  coun- 
try. But  that  dots  not  mean  that 
all  our  problems  will  come  to  an 
end  with  the  winning  of  the  war," 
said  Mrs  Lilian  Beirne,  one  of  Aus- 
tralia* "women  economists,'"  ad- 
dressing a  public  meeting  a:  the  Vic- 
toria Truth  Centre  on  Monday  night. 

Mr?.  Bourne,  who  has  come  to  this 
continent  at  her  own  expense  to  ex- 
pound the  principles  of  Social  Credit, 
defined  this  system  a*  "the  ability 
of  a  people  to  produce  real  wealth 
in  goods  and  service,  and  the  ability 
to  distribute  and  use  those  goods 
and  services." 

"If  we,  the  people,  determine  that 
the  money  issued  by  one  group 
make,  a  perfect  equation  with  the 
volume  of  goods  produced,  it  will 
mean  that  Industry  can  sell  its 
goods  and  services  and  carry  on,'  " 
she  told  her  audience. 

At  her  evening  meeting,  which  was 
the  first  public  meeting  sponsored  by 
the  Women's  Branch  of  the  New 
Democracy  Movement,  with  Mra. 
Boydell  in  the  chair,  Mrs.  Beirne 
made  her  appeal  for  support  of  So- 
cial Credit  particularly  to  the 
women,  urging  them  to  form  clubs 
and  study  the  subject.  She  also 
addressed  a  luncheon  meeting  of  the 
Current  Events  Club  at  Spencer's, 
during  which  she  covered  similar 
ground. 

'  We  have  innumerable  Institutions 
for  the  care  of  the  mentally  defi- 
cient, for  the  reform  of  prisoners, 
for  the  sick.  But  the  causes  are  left 
untouched.  In  nearly  every  case  of 
mental  deficiency,  the  cause  is  mal- 
nutrition of  the  mother  in  pre- 
days  and  the  generally  low 
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standard  of  life.  And  behind  this 
lies  some  fault  In  our  economic  sys- 
tem." she  maintained.

A  visitor  to  Victoria,  who  has  in 
her  possession  letters  which  are  In 
the  nature  of  a  historical  record  of 
the  Nazi  Invasion  of  Poland.  Is  "Lady 
HuRhes.  who  arrived  recently  from 
California  and  Ls  staying,  for  the 
present,  at  the  Windermere  Hotel 

Lady  Hughes,  who  was  on  her  way 
home  to  England  when  the  war 
broke  out  last  September,  is  the 
mother  of  Mrs  Clifford  Norton,  wife 
of  the  counsellor  of  the  British  Em- 
bassy at  Warsaw  at  the  time  of  the 
invasion  of  Poland  From  her  son- 
in-law  and  daughter  she  has  re- 
ceived letters  almost  regularly  from 
that  time  down  to  the  present 
nearly  all  containing  Information 
concerning  the  plight  of  the  Polish 
refugees.  For  while  Mr.  Norton 
is  back  to  the  Foreign  Office  In 
London,  Mrs.  Norton  is  in  Paris, 
actively  engaged  in  relief  work 
among  those  depatrlated  people,  for 
whom  she  collects  and  distributes 
clothing,  investigates  Imperative 
needs  concerning  housing,  and  tries 
to  trace  relatives.

FOUR  BRITISH 
VESSELS  SUNK 

Total  of  8.965  Tons  of  Mer- 
chant Shipping  Lost  by 
Enemy  Action 


LONDON,  May  21  i^i  —An  au- 
thoritative spokesman  said  today 
four  British  merchant  ships  totaling 
8  965  tons,  one  Allied  vessel  of  31S 
tons  and  three  neutral  ships  total- 
ing 5.737  torus,  were  sunk  "by 
enemy  action"  during  the  week- 
ended May  12. 

"Some  Dutch  tonnage  inevitably 
was  lost  as  a  result  of  the  Oerman 
Invasion  of  Holland."  he  said,  "but 
many  Dutch  vessels  escaped  " 

The  Admiralty,  at  the  same  time, 
issued  a  report  that  the  4.541-ton 
Oerman  steamship  Campinas  was 
sunk  by  a  mine  May  10.  It  said 
this  brought  the  total  known  Oer- 
man mercantile  losses  to  approxi- 
mately 630.000  tons. 

An  additional  five  German  ships 
totaling  about  28  000  tons,  were
